organization of a student fire department at the University of California will 
be the erection of a fire house at the rear of the old Mining- building. 
The 


site selected for the structure is on onn o£ the highest eminences of the cam- 
pus, at the head of a slope running toward all the buildings. 


At present all the fire apparatus possessed by the University 
is scat-, 


tered about the grounds, but it is now the Intention of. Superintendent of' 
Grounds A. L. Bolton to gather it all tug-ether into the one house. The 700 
feet of flre hose owned by the University Is distributed between three flre 
reels. The other pieces of apparatus in the embryo, department, two grap-' 
piing hooks, several extension ladders and small pieces of paraphernalia. 


"We-are badly in need of several pieces of apparatus," said Superintend- 


ent Bolton in discussing the needs of the new department, 
"But 
we 
will 


make the best of what we have at the- present by Installing it all in 
one 


house. At present the hose reels and other pieces of apparatus are so scat- 
tered that it would be difficult for even the members of the student flre de- 
partment to find them. 


"But there is one advantage that we have and that Is a strong pressure 


of water. While we have no flre engine the pressure is strong enough 
to 


throw a stream to the top of the tallest building."

NARROW ESCAPES ATTEND 


BOILER EXPLOSION. 


Proprietors of Livery Stable Are 


Thrown to the Floor Through 


Force of Heavy Shock. 


BERKELEY, January 13.—A boiler explosion that came 
near 
having 


fatal results occurred last night In the livery stable of Martinez Brothers 
on University avenue, near Shattuck avenue. 
Without a moment's warning 


the head of the boiler attached to an engine used for cutting hay blew ou\ 
scattering pieces of iron In all directions and sent the 
smokestack 
clear 


through the roof and several feet into the air. 


Woodwotth Martinez and Herbert S. Martinez, who were standing a few 


feet from the engine at the time of the explosion, were thrown to the floor 
but escaped injury. 
Adam Kellner, a well known business man of Berkeley 


who had been standing near the engine, had just started to walk through 
the door when the blow-up occurred. He was unhurt. 


It is the belief of Herbert Martinez that the water gauge must 
have 


become clogged, allowing the water to become too low in the boiler despite 
the fact that it indicated there was a sufficient quantity. The engine is dam- 
aged beyond repair and will be removed. 


"That was the greater experience I have ever had in my life," said 


H. S. Martinez in discussing the explosion. "My brother iind I were stand- 
ing near the engine when the f,-st thing we knew we wen* thrown to 
the 


floor 
Had we been standing a'few feet closer we might both have 
been 


killed, some parts of the boiler v.-ere rusty and the iron gave way 
easily 


else the explosion would have had worse results than it did."

WILLJNTER FREE. 


NEW YORK, January 13.—By a de- 


cision of the United States General 
Appraisers, the privilege of entry free 
of duty has been extended to prac- 
tically everything imported in. 
good 


faith on the order ami for the use of 
any educational institution except or- 
dinary furniture. 
Tho decision 
sus- 
: 


tains eight protests made by a Chicago 
firm on the assessment of various rates i 
of duty on a variety of articles 
im- 


ported for the use of schools and col- 
leges. The firm claimed free entry for 
the articles under a disputed provis- 
ion of the tariff law. 


In its opinion, the Board lays down 


the rule that it is the duty of 
the 


customs officer to ascertain first whe- 
ther or not an article has been Import- 
ed In good faith on the order of and 
for the use of an educational institu- 
tion and not for sale, and this being 
established, to exercise the most gen- 
erous liberality in determining 
what 


articles are entitled to free 'entry. The 
collector is not to admit ordinary fur- 
niture and equipment which is used 
alike 
in 
schools 
ami 
commercial 


houses, but anything which can bare- 
ly be classified as us^d in scientific 
or educational work.
